REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 16-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to independent claim 1 6, note is made of the limitation "a first distance 
extends between centers of adjacent openings of the second fluid supply passage, and 
a second distance extends from a center of each of the openings to an outer peripheral 
end of the thrust supporting part, and... half of the first distance is smaller than the 
second distance" in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim. 

As to independent claim 17, note is made of the limitation "a configuration to 
switch the fluid supplied to either of the first fluid supply passage or the second fluid 
supply passage, or both the first and second fluid supply passages, between a 
compressive and a non-compressive fluid" in combination with the rest of the limitations 
in the claim. 

As to independent claim 18, note is made of the limitation "the first space part is 
wider in a radial direction of the rotating body than the second space part, the first 
space part extends in the radial direction from an outer circumferential surface of the 
mandrel where supporting portions of the journal supporting part are not positioned to 
an inner circumferential surface of the rotating body, and the second space part extends 
in the radial direction from the outer circumferential surface of the mandrel where 
supporting portions of the journal supporting part are positioned to the inner 
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circumferential surface of the rotating body" in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in the claim. 

As to independent claim 34, note is made of the limitation "recovery means for 
recovering the fluid is provided at a position confronting an outer periphery of the thrust 
supporting part" in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim. 

(b) The closest reference Schonfeld et al. (US Patent 4,627,747 henceforth 
"Schonfeld") discloses a similar invention as set forth in the Office Action mailed on 
04/02/2009. 

However, Schonfeld does not disclose or provide motivation for the respective 
above-mentioned limitations as specifically defined in the independent claims 16, 17, 18 
and 34, respectively. 

(c) Therefore, the prior art does not disclose or provide motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned limitations in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claims.
